EXTENT,     Expansion  of  the  School  Milk  Program  during  the  first 
six  months'~of'  the  current  fiscal  year  resulted  in  parbici-pabion  during 
December  by  all  but  one  state.     A  total  nu:<;iber  of  1,800  areas  ¥jere 
operating  in  December  with  participation  by  8,000  schools  having  a 
total  enrollment  of  2 . 5  million  children.     Of  these  children  enrolled, 
approxim.ately  50  per  cent  were  receiving  the  benefit  of  milk  under  this 
program,  about  20  per  cent  of  the  participating  children  receiving  their 
milk  without  cost. 

As  shown  in  the  table  below,  heaviest  participation  occurs  in 
the  Northeast  region  v/hich  reached  a  total  of  460,000  children  during 
December.     Ds.ta  for  the  Great  Lakes  region  are  not  yet  available  but 
participation  is  estimated  at  approximately  405,000.     The  Mdwest  region 
reports  a  participation  of  201,000  children.     Heavy  participation  in 
these  regions  is  attributed  to  large  urban  program.s . 

MLK  DISTRIBUTED.  The  total  volume  of  milk  disbributed  during 
the  first  six  mon ths"'of  operation  amounted  to  64.8  y.iillion  half-pints 
or  16.2  million  quarts.  This  is  an  average  of  approximately  17  half- 
pints  per  child  per  month. 

Indemnity  payments  by  the  PDA  to  sponsors  in  payment  for  milk 
distributed  during  the  six-months'   period  totaled  1.1  million  dollars; 
expenditures  ranging  from  $14,000  in  July  to  nearly  ^^360, 000  in  Decem-
